Panic gripped the population of 
Rome when

heavy casualties were caused in

their heads and ran about in the 
streets, terror-stricken. 
This scene has been repeated

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STUDY FOR SOLDIERS 
’TH E War Production Board has lifted all 
* 
the Special Services Division of the 
U. S. War Department, speaking from Lon­ 
don, said that American troops were en­ 
rolling in army correspondence courses at 
the rate of 1,500 a week, and that enroll­ 
ment looked as if it would reach Uh),OOO 
by November. 
Great Britain teaches its soldiers, too. 
Gen. Osborn said he had been in England 
to study the British methods, which were 
in some respects in advance of ours. 
It is easy enough to see that soldiers 
in camp here and waiting for action in 
such places as England and Iceland might 
want to study. Ambitious American lads 
do not like to waste the time that might be 
putting them ahead for their work after 
the war is over. But it is an eye-opener as 
to the quality of our boys to find that 1,400 
of them were studying by means of such 
correspondence courses on Guadalcanal 
while the battle for that island was going 
on, and 1,200 are also studying in the Aleu­ 
tians. Maybe in these two very different 
but equally unpleasant stations the study 
helped to take their minds off their 
troubles. In any case, the boys who will do 
concentrated mental work under such cir­ 
cumstances will not easily be stopped in 
after life. 


OLD-FASHIONED SUPPER 
T 
HE War Production Board has lined all 
restrictions on use of synthetic or 
natural rubber for rings to seal glass jars. 
The pear crop is turning out better than ex­ 
pected, too, and may help to compensate 
for a lack of peaches. There is hope for the 
good old American supper dessert of 
canned fruit and cookies, although the 
cookies may be a little tougher than usual 
— shortening showing a tendency to short­ 
age and pastry flour to doing a vanishing 
act. But they’ll be eaten with enjoyment 
anyhow. 


Let’s see— what was the rest of that 
evening meal which served America for a 
century and still does in many districts? 
There was cold meat left from dinner and 
fried or creamed potatoes. Bread witli 
thick butter and jam. Pickles. Tea, with 
plenty of rich milk for the children. Not 
bad, not bad. 
The butter will be spread thin this 
year, the milk will be measured into a glass 
apiece instead of poured bountifully from 
a fat pitcher. The cold meat will be sliced 
thin, too, if any. Potatoes will be baked, 
with salt. Maybe victory vegetables will he 
on the table. 
It will not be a luxurious or extrava­ 
gant winter, but Americans are tough and 
will come through in fine shape. There’ll 
be plenty of food to do good work on, and 
that's the great end to be desired this sear. 


NEW SYNTHETIC TIRES 
W 
ASHINGTON — When you get your 
new set of synthetic tires, don’t ex­ 
pect to go tearing down the road at sixty 
miles an hour. The sad news is that pas­ 
senger tires made of synthetic rubber will 
not be strong enough to endure high speeds 
or rough roads. 
Present plans call tor production of 
passenger tires 
from 
synthetic 
rubber 
without an admixture of natural rubber, 
except for a mere five ounces required to 
I cement the plies together. This will mean 
an indefinite continuation of the 35 miles- 
an-hour speed limit, and it will also mean 
that you can’t drive with absolute safety 
I on rocky country roads, or over any very 
rough surface*. 
A jagged stone or rock will readily rip 
a synthetic tire, and the break tends to 
“run” or become large without further 
1 abuse. 
In sh oil, synthetic rubber will be con­ 
spicuous for its quantity more than its qual­ 
ity. It will not serve for heavy duty of any 
kind, either civilian or military. 
The Germans 
have recognized the 
weakness of synthetic, and have mixed 40 
percent natural rubber with 60 percent 
synthetic in the manufacture of heavy 
duty tires. Sometimes they rely on natural 
rubber IOO percent. Tires received here 
i from captured Nazi aircraft reveal that 
they contain no synthetic. 
(The Germans have continued to re­ 
ceive natural rubber until early this year, 
I via French ships which brought the rub­ 
ber from Japanese-held East Indies. In 
1912, they received 50,000 tons. This com­ 
merce has been cut off, however, by the 
North African campaign and the end of 
French overseas collaboration with Ger- 
! many). 
In the early hopeful days, U. S. ex­ 
perts planned to mix only 5 percent natural 
rubber with 95 percent synthetic for trucks 
and combat tires. But this was found to 
be too weak, and the mixture was changed 
to IO percent natural and 90 percent syn­ 
thetic. Even then, the tire was too weak, 
and it was changed twice more— to 20 and 
| 80; then to 30 and 70. 
This will probably be the final recipe 
I for combat tires— 30 percent natural imb­ 
iber and 70 percent synthetic. Though this 
formula uses more synthetic than the Ger­ 
mans use, U. S. experts declare they now 
know more than the Germans and can pro­ 
duce better stuff. 
However, civilian passenger tires, un­ 
like combat tires, will carry almost no 
natural rubber, except for trucks. 


VICTOR MATURE 
Coast Guard officials shake their heads 
in wonderment and admit that a matinee 
idol from Hollywood is really doing a vali­ 
ant job as a bosun’s mate on a Coast Guard 
Cutter, The name is Victor Mature. 
His ship operates in north Atlantic wa­ 
ters, and was active in the rescue of the 
two survivor* from the Escanaba. 
There is no hair gloss or finger-nail 
polish on this man. He knows how to 
handle a ship’s gear, and how to give or­ 
ders and take them. But when the ship 
eomes to New York, Mature lines up his 
shipmates, divides them into squads, and

and Pickaw'ay county persons in­ 
terested in history and biography 
have been inquiring 
for the 
vol­ 
ume. 
In 
commenting on the 
work, 
the 
librarian said: “The 
author, 
working 
for 
nineteen years 
to 
produce this biography of Robert 
E. Lee, consulted every available 
source of m aterial. He has woven 
m ilitary 
history, m ilitary 
biog­ 
raphy 
and 
personal 
narrative 
into 
an 
exciting 
and 
moving 
book.” 
"The first 
two 
volumes," 
he 
continued, "begin with Lee's boy­ 
hood and

W ork of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in the war effort 
and the role the public can play 
in assisting agents of the FBI in 
fighting sabotage, espionage and 
subversive activities were outlin­ 
ed Monday for Kiwanians when 
Richard N. H unter of the Colum­ 
bus office of the federal agency 
discussed “The FBI Front.” 
Mr. H unter's address was ex- 
| trem ely interesting and a lengthy 
question 
and 
answer 
program 
I which followed his talk brought 
I out m any interesting factors. 
The special agent said th at the 
FBI has been doing a good job 
I in all three phases of its work 
despite the fact th a t the organiz­ 
ation is undermanned. When w ar 
clouds were gathering 
in 
1940 
President Roosevelt put all sabo­ 
tage, espionage 
and 
subversive 
activities investigations 
in 
the 
hands of the FBI. 
Mr. H unter urged members of 
the club to work with law en­ 
forcem ent officials in keeping a 
w atch for any actions which they 
think m ight be detrim ental to the 
w ar e ffo rt 
Any suspicious acts 
should be reported a t once to the 
local chief of police or the sher­ 
iff, both of whom are cooperating 
to the fullest extent with the 
FBI, the speaker said. 
The investigator discussed the 
FBI laboratory 
in 
W ashington, 
its identification bureau, training 
m em bers of the organization un­ 
dergo, qualifications for becom­ 
ing a member of the organization. 
Mr. H unter highlighted his talk 
with a discussion of the fam ed 
Duquesne espionage case rn which 
counterespionage resulted in 33 
arrests and exterm ination of a 
Grm an spy ring. 
He said th at 
a t the sta rt of the investigation 
the FBI knew the leaders of the 
ring but made no arrests for al­ 
m ost two years when the work 
carried on by the FBI resulted 
in the entire ring being jailed and 
sent to long term s in prison.
